The Peach Pot-Pie and the Fatal 
Charge. 


Two incongruous incidents are strangely 
woven together in the writer’s war memo- 
ries. The one always suggests the other 
by some curious association. , 

During the Chickamauga campaign, and 
before the battle of “The River of Death,” 

our cavalry had a restless time fighting 
over the hills aud mountains, and in the 
ravines and valleys of that section. It was 
in the hot month of September, 1863, and 
drouth had parched to oven heat the whole 
country, while the tramp of troops had 
made the dust a living thing, that pervaded 
the air with a stifling power. 

Day and night we had been in the sad- 
dle, worn out, fighting, marching, counter- 
marching, starving, melting, sweltering, 
sleepy, fagged, unwashed. One afternoon 
we unexpectedly came up with our wagons ; 
a rare and royal treat it was, to get clean 
clothes and rations. The day previous the 
writer and his staff had had one luscious 
meal of parched, half-ripe, field peas. All 
hands were, therefore, in prime condition 
for a dodger and a ration of fat bacon. 

As luch would have it, our headquarters 
had accidentally landed near a peach-tree, 
with a few half-ripe peaches; and still bet- 
ter luck, among the stores in the wagon 
were found alittle sugar and flour. It were 
tedious to tell of the busy arrangements 
for the pot- pie. Who suggested this stun- 
ning culinary feat, is forgotten in the lapse 
of time, and the effacing glories of its con- 
summation. One spry cavalier was gone 
a few moments and returned with a quart 
of sweet milk, obtained, he afterwards con- 
feased in regular cavalry fashion, from a 
charitable housekeeper, by the hacknied 
claim of its being wanted for a sick officer, 

The Lieutenant-Colonel made the crusf, 
the Adjutant cut up the peaches, the Com- 
missary looked hungry, the Sergeant- 
Major cleaned out the big skillet, the Or- 
derly started the fire, the cook mixed up 
the epicurean mess of sugar, milk, peaches, 
ete, and the whole affair stood on the fire 
as inviting an establishment as a starved 
rebel would care to see. Just at that mo- 
ment, came the order to mount and move 
immediately. Let those who have been in 

the situation do justice to the crisis. Pie 
and duty! To rattle after blue-coats or 
revel in that infatuating pastry! Never 
before was such an alternative presented 
to a soldier. Wellington himself would 
have weakened to the pie. 

Fertile in resource, the writer told the 
orderly, bringing the order, to go to Col. 
Crews, then Commanding the brigade, and 
tell him to come and eat some of the thing. 
Seduce him, that was the game! All the 
time the fire was punched, and the cooking 
nervously precipitated. A burnt smell 
came forth, and a how! was raised that the 
cook was ruining it, and the pushing had 
to stop. The orderly returned, saying Col. 
Crews couldn’t come, and to hurry up. The 
fellow grinned, and upon being questioned, 
owned up, that the Colonel wanted his joke 
if he couldn't take some pie. | 

The regiment had mounted, and the pie 
was still undone, and reasons for delay ex- 
hausted. The Adjutant, always shifty, 
suggested to appeal to Col. Crews by the 
memories of his childhood, by the hopes of 
his country’s independence, to have mercy 
and for Heaven’s sake cut out, leave a guide 
to direct us, and let a few forlorn set of un- 
fortunates, have one more earthly joy, 
amid the arid waste of life. The Colonel 
couldn’t stand this, and that pie made six 
empty stomachs feel royal. 

Often afterwards that pot-pie was 
brought up. Its ghost supplied many a 
dinner, when there were no rations. It 
furnished the theme for many a joke, and 
gibe, aud rill of ringing layghter. It be- 
came household in the regiment, historic 
in its career. 

It was nearly dusk. All through the 
weary hours of that night we rode over the 
mountains to Catleps Gap until a few mo- 
ments before light, when we laid down, 
bridles in hand at our horses’ fect for a 
ravening snatch of sleep, horses and men 
jaded to exhaustion. At dawn we were 
ordered up, and the writer was told to take 
his regiment, the 4th Georgia and the 3d 
Georgia, and mounted, charge through the 
bushes and woods on a hidden line of the 
enemy’s infantry. 

Perhaps few soldiers passed through the 
war in actual service, without moments of 
dread and presentments of impending dis- 
aster. The feeling that something dread- 
fulis going to happen seizes the soul, and 
paralyzes hopefulness. General Wharton 
gave the order, and said it came from Gen. 
Bragg. The impropriety of it was mani- 
fest to the merest tyro in fighting. To.hur] 
horsemen on concealed infantry in dense 
woods was suicidal. But Gen. Wharton 
declared the order imperative. Col. Crews 
will remember talking with the writer, and 
both expressing the grim apprehension of 
awful disaster. 

The writer arranged his line, placing one 
squadron of the 4th Georgia under Captain 
Helvingstone to charge down the road. The 
4th Georgia was on the left, the 3d Geor- 
gia on the right. | 

The command was given, and the body 
moved headlong to the massacre without 
flinching. . We struck the enemy about 
good daynght. at a slight angle, developing 
their fire in a rolling volley from right to 
left. The crash was fearful. The whole 
thing was over in ten minutes, and our 
brave troopers were hurled back shattered 
and decimated from solid columns of in- 
fantry that had slept on their arms and rose 
to their feet in battle array. The slaugh- 
ter was appalling. One company lost half 
its number in that quick and fatal charge. 
Poor Helvingstone, as gallant a soldier as 
ever breathed, a debonnair, light-hearted 
chevalier, and a sweet christian gentleman, 
who went into battle as gaily as to dinner, 
fell from his horse shot shrough the heart. 

Some of the noblest spirits in the command 
bit the dust, victims to the cruelerror. As 
the writer triéd to gather up the scattered 
fragments of the command, he met Gen. 
Wharton, who bitterly anathematized the 
author of the movement, and ordered the 
cavalry back. One gallant fellow, Hugh

The following interesting letter has been 
handed us for publication, by our good 
friend Mr. Parsons, of this city, who often 
puts us under obligations for news favors. 
The letter will well repay perusal. We 
will give another equally interesting in our 
next issuc: 

RIO JANEIRG, July 22, 1869. 

Friend Parsons: Lou? re certainly the 
pink of correspondents, and your letters are 
not only interesting to me, but to many 
others here who hear from their friends and 
relatives through them. 

Bhier and Crisp are now in the city, mak- 
ing purchases, and return to-morrow to 
the American settlement in the interior of 
San Paulo, where the cotton planters are 
all flourishing. Drs. Boyd, Barnsley and 
MacTyne are practising medicine in the 
small towns up there. Dr. Hicks, whom I 
met in Columbus, Texas, will probably re- 
turn with his wife, as he is not a planter, 
and there is not sickness enough in the set- 
tlement of about sixty families to maintain 
a physician. The three above mentioned 
are young men, and through their knowl- 
edge of Portuguese they find employment 
in the towns. Charles Nathans, finding the 
Texans could not be persuaded to settle in 
the localities chosen by him, has taken 
up a tract near Campinas, and wishes to 
sell it to Americans in lots, and Judge T. 
B. White, formerly of Galveston, is in 
charge as his partner and agent. The 
Texans who came out lately are slow to 
decide on settling there, as they prefer to 
purchase small farms under cultivation, or 
at least cleared for the plow. Very few of 
them have means sufficient to buy a dozen 
slaves, und it is laborious to clear land in 
this country. Gunter is nearly alone on 
the river Dose, aud Nathans’, Macmullen’s, 
Dunn's and Gaston's selections of land are 
now nearly deserted. Even the settlement 
made by Nathans. across the bay from Rio, 
is broken up, and several families accepted 
of the offer from the United States Govern- 
ment to return to the United States in the 
Guerriere, man-of-war. Ille kept them there 
long enough to geta bill passed through 
the Provincial Legislature granting him 
about fifty dollars per head for people he 
would bring from the South and settle in 
the province, but he failed to give security, 
and the affair died away. Ille would now 
like to get a bill through the Legislature of 
San Paulo, but the General Government, as 
well as the Provincial, are getting tired of 
these speculations, although they are more 
anxious than ever to get good Southern 
planters, since the cotton planters of San 
Paulo have succeeded so well. Not one of 
the selections for mill sites on the coast 
by Americans, have been successful. 
yet the Brazilians, in their bungling way, 
have been successful in making money, 
and the timber trade is extensive and lu- 
crative. Miller & Co, from St. Louis, erect- 
ed mills near Paraugus, but as they are 
distant from a good landing, and also from 
the best timber, the outlay will be great 
before they can reap a profit. I accom- 
panied Messrs. Miller and Fife to the Min- 
ister’s private residence. He took great 
interest in their undertaking, of which he 
had been well informed, but could promise 
them no pecuniary assistance. However, 
[ succeeded in obtaining for them, good 
letters to the Consul General and Brazilian 
Minister in the United States, recommend— 
ing the scheme, hoping to assist them in 
increasing their capital, but assuring them 
at the same time, that should they settle 
some families on the land taken up by 
them, they should receive as much per in- 
dividual, as had been paid to those who 
contracted to bring emigrants to Brazil. 

Dr. Fife has succeeded in preparing Mate 
Tea (Yerba) ina very superior manner; 
and is endeavoring to introduce it into the 
United States and Europe, where by its 
cheapness, it may in time supplant Indis 
tea in the market. The aroma of this tea, 
when properly prepared, is equal to the 
best India. It is known to be very whole- 
some, and its soothing qualities causcs it 
to take the place of India tea on the river 
Plate. 

The Americans are succeeding admirably 
in cane planting around Rio, but more at- 
tention is given to rum than sugar, it be- 
ing of a superior quality, and commanding 
a high price. 

Our people have not yet entered into the 
culture of coffee. The old vertical wooden 
rollers driven by mules or oxen, on the su- 
gar estates, are being supplanted by iron 
horizontal rollers driven either by water 
or steam, and the use of the plow, together 
with other improvements have doubled the 
former yield of some of the plantations. 

Marriages are taking place among the 
Americans. The Protestants having the 
ceremony performed by their own minis- 
ters. and, although there is no law in Bra- 
zil legalizing these marriages, they will 
become legal through usage, and a power- 
ful party are endeavoring to bring in a bill 
to suit it, but the bill will be so encumber- 
ed with others tacked to it, that it will not 
pass for years to come, and the Pope has 
his emmissaries here to have it delayed. 

The party out of power, called the Liberals 
are organizing an opposition in the Gen-, 
eral Assembly, with hopes of governing 
the next election, and among other re- 
forms, they promise to abolish slavery, as 
well as to legalize protestant marriages. 
They suppose that all voters of color (and 
they are numerous) will go with them, but 
though they get again into power, they 
will forget their promises. You must bear 
in mind that the British Merchants have 
generally goods sold on time in the Em: 
pire, amounting to some millions of 
pounds value, and, as long as the subject of 
abolition is not agitated, the cotton and 

coffee will pote into market to pay for 

! them, I do not think that 2 will be 
completely abolished before 1870; mé@an- 
while, about one million of immigrants 
will come in from Germany, and other 
parts of Europe. 

The Paraguayan’ war is coming to a 
close, and the Emperor’s ‘son-in-law, the 
Conde d’Eau, who is in command of the 
Brazilian forces, will have a brilliant re- 
ception on his return. The object of the 
war was to open the rivers Pesna and Par- 
aguay, to commerce, and it has been effect-
